not Ms original source, had advised reporters on his staff that the 
note had been left by Oswald with a receptionist named Fenner and 
that the note contained a threat to blow up the police department or 
Federal agency. I advised Mr. ^^****> I could make no comment 
beyond that appearing in Mr. K eTley^s state ment to the effect that 
varying accounts have been received as to the contents of the note, 
however, there was no mention of any threat against Kennedy. . ...
